ReCOn Obs HE SUPERINTENDENT: OFtSGHOODS, 


MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD: 


I respectfully submit my fifth report, which is the seventh in 
the series of reports written by a district superintendent concern- 
ing the schools of Peterborough. 


The year just closing has brought with it a number of changes 
in our teaching force. Fortunately, all of these came during the 
summer vacation when the routine work of the schools would 
be interrupted the least, and when the opportunities for securing 
capable successors were most numerous. The list of those who 
did not return in September includes the name of Mrs. Jennie 
H. Field of the high school, who was granted a leave of absence; 
Miss Marian E. Gleason of the High school, who has since re- 
turned to town as Mrs. L. S. Morrison; Miss Eunice Joslin of 
the Center school; Miss Mildred E. Dutton of the. West school; 
Miss Virginia A. Sawyer of the Valley school; and Miss Gertrude 
E. Clark, who for three years was our supervisor of music. She 
is now Mrs. Elmer E. Pierce of Winchendon, Massachusetts. 


The problem of securing teachers for this year was more difli- 
cult than usual because of the necessity for securing persons 
prepared to give instruction in commercial and domestic science 
subjects. Such teachers are not as plentiful nor so easily found 
as teachers of the academic subjects that have been given here- 
tofore. The accepted solution of the problem resulted in the 
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selection of Miss Edith a Ryan of Millbury, Mass., a graduate 
of Purdue University; Miss Marion A. Colby of Hillsborough, 
a graduate of Tufts College; and Miss Ethel M. Bascom of New- 
port, a graduate of Dawson Business College, with several years 
of office and teaching experience; as assistants in the high school. 
A successor for Miss Joslin was not secured as the eighth grade 
work is being done by the high school teachers this year, and 
the rest of the grade work in the Center building is being cared 
for by the teachers who remained with us. The position at the 
West school was filled by transferring Miss Shedd from the Wil- 
son school. The vacancy thus created was filled by the election 
of Miss Bernice E. Coburn, of East Jaffrey, a graduate of the 
Fitchburg Normal school. The position at the Valley school 
was accepted by Miss Beulah M. Irwin of Winchendon, a high 
school graduate with some teaching experience. A candidate 
who was elected to take charge of the music asked to be released 
to accept a more desirable place elsewhere. Thereupon, Miss 
Gertrude Van Dommelee of Hillsborough, a graduate of the 
music department at Cornell University, was chosen to be music 
supervisor. 

The new subjects already referred to were not decided upon 
without careful consideration. Nearly a year ago, the state 
superintendent of public instruction, Hon. H. C. Morrison, 
met with the school board, the high school faculty, and the 
superintendent of schools, to confer with them regarding the 
advisability of introducing courses in our schools that would 
better meet the needs of the pupils. Aftera careful survey of 
the situation, the consensus of opinion seemed to be in favor of 
placing in our curricula courses in domestic arts and in commer- 
cial subjects. Accordingly, plans were made with that idea in 
view and work along those lines began in September. While it 
may be too early to pass final judgment concerning the wisdom 
of making such subjects a part of the regular school work, yet | 
think that it is safe to say that all of the indications thus far seem 
to be of a favorable nature. They certainly are strong enough 
to warrant the continuance of the work already outlined. 


The large enrollment in the Center school, caused partially by 
the admission of an unexpected number to the first grade, places 
before us quite a problem regarding what shall be done another 
year when it will become necessary for the high school teachers 
to devote all of their time to strictly high school work. Different 
plans for meeting the situation are now being considered, but 
they are not yet sufficiently matured to justify publication. At 
present, it looks as though an additional teacher would be needed, 
anyway, in order to carry on the work in an efficient manner. 


The intellectual progress of the children Is so closely connected 
with their physical condition that school authorities and our law 
makers are giving more and more attention to that side of their 
nature. Our last legislature debated the matter and passed a law 
which authorizes school districts to take a step farther in expert 
oversight of the health of the school children. The law provides 
that any school district that so votes may employ one or more 
school physicians whose duties shall be, in brief, to make an ex- 
amination of every pupil, unless the parent objects in writing, 
and of every teacher, janitor, or other employee, as well as of the 
buildings and grounds, and report regarding the same to the 
school board who shall then take such action as they deem wise 
for the protection of the health of the pupils. I would recom- 
mend that the Peterborough School District take advantage of 
the provisions of this act. 

The spelling contest between the grammar schools of Antrim, 
Hillsborough, and Peterborough, referred to in the report of last 
year, resulted in favor of the school in Hillsborough, although 
the Peterborough school made an excellent record.

To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


Sir:—In accordance with past custom, I hereby submit my 
annual report. It Is a source of great satisfaction to me that in 
the two years that I have been in charge of the High School the 
question of discipline has not been at all troublesome. This has 
been due to two reasons, the efficient work of the assistant teach- 
ers and the energetic co-operation of the pupils.’ The latter have 
always taken great interest in the high standing of the school 
and have tried as earnestly as their instructors to make all work 
a credit to the institution. That this endeavor has been at least 
partially successful may be concluded from a statement by the 
State Department of Public Instruction that our last report was 
“‘the best ever received from the school.”’ 

At the beginning of the present school year new courses in 
Commerce and Domestic Arts were added to the Curricula. 
These practical courses should greatly benefit some of our young 
people who expect to help in the development of local industry, 
or intend to manage a home, or take up the study of music and 
art. The Commercial Course ts not designed to'turn out expert 
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accountants or court stenographers. Neither is it intended that 
our Domestic Arts graduates should be fitted for executive 
positions in large establishments. It is to be expected, however, 
that our Commercial graduates should have a good knowledge 
of common business practices, and a mind so trained that they 
may readily absorb the mass of detail found in every office but 
differing in certain essentials. Domestic Arts graduates, too, 
may be expected to understand ordinary household work and 
the underlying principles thereof. No pupils can complete work 
in either of these courses before June, 1915. 

I advise that the Domestic Science laboratory be located near- 
er the ground floor as soon as possible, as much unnecessary 
labor In transporting ice and other material could be saved in 
this way. I recommend that a cot or couch of some kind be 
placed in the school building so that any pupil who faints or ts ill 
need not be obliged to remain on the floor or a table until recov- 
ery or until sent home. 

I suggest that a telephone be installed in the school office in 
order to facilitate school business and to enable the parents to 
keep in touch with the work of the pupils and teachers.

To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


The following report of the Department of Drawing and Man- 
ual Training ts herewith respectfully submitted. 

Instruction in the manual arts in the grades has been given 
primarily to develop in pupils the power to express their ideas 
in graphic form, think constructively, work neatly and accurate- 
ly, and train the mind in the appreciation of beauty in all its 
phases. The course includes instruction in the following sub- 
jects: Nature drawing, paper and cardboard construction, 
object drawing, illustrative drawing, color design and picture 
study. 

An effort is being made this year to make the manual training 
more practical. The boys in the advanced classes are to build 
the sink room for the use of the domestic science class, and will 
finish the room with the exception of the plastering. Teachers 
have been asked to request such objects as they might need in 
the school room to be made for their use by the boys. The 
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course for beginners is practically the same as in previous years 
except for the fact that some of the older models will be replaced 
by newer, more interesting or practical ones. The work would 
be much more satisfactory and interesting if more time was 
devoted to the subject. | 

The work in the appreciation of art class is to be questioned 
for its value as training in the appreciation of art. Very few 
objects of art or representations of such, other than pictures, are 
available in the town. Consequently, unless the pupils make 
visits to some of the museums or art collections the work can be 
little more than a course in the history of art. The purchase of 
casts for the decoration of the school rooms is to be commended. 
These casts would furnish valuable examples for study in the art 
class, as well as serve their original purpose in making the rooms 
as beautiful as possible. ; 

It has always been a disappointment to me that there has been 
no work in drawing in the high school. The importance of draw- 
ing in the high school is shown by the fact that some of the col- 
leges now recognize its worth by giving credit for ability in the 
different branches of the subject. 

The hearty co-operation of the teachers and the interest of 
the pupils has made my work in Peterborough very pleasant.

Following is a report of the music work in the Peterborough 
schools. 

The music work this year has been as far as possible, a con- 
tinuation of that of previous years, and follows the course out- 
lined in the State Program of Studies. Considerable attention 
is given to written work and dictation, the aim being to cultivate 
the ability to think tone and sense rhythm. The quality of tone 
also receives particular care with the idea of producing good 
quality rather than large quantity. 

Individual work is also a feature, especially in the lower grades. 

The first grade work has been mostly oral, the class having 
learned as many as fifteen rote songs including the scale. They 
have now begun to read music from the representation on the 
blackboard. . 

The second grade has learned thirteen rote songs and ts able 
to read exercises from the blackboard in two, three or four part 
measure. . 
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The third grade has learned rote songs with the second grade, 
and Is reading from “‘Primary Melodies,”’ exercises and simple 
songs containing more difficult intervals. 

Two part work is started in the fourth grade and the study of 
chromatic tones. These are developed in the fifth grade with 
more difficult rhythms. 

The sixth and seventh grades are singing three and four part 
music, there being a few boys with bass voices. A part of the 
work in these grades is the writing of scales with and without 
signatures in both major and minor modes, also composing 
melodies. The eighth grade sings with the High school. 

The High school work consists of chorus singing and a class 
in music history. I have been very much pleased by the willing- 
ness and ability of the students in chorus work. It ts hoped that 
a concert may be given in public later in the year. A class in 
music history meets the supervisor once each week outside of 
school hours. The text book, Cooke’s “Standard History of 
Music,” is being studied and includes the development of 
music from its very beginning to the present day. 

Each of the outside district schools is visited once in two weeks 
by the supervisor and the work graded as far as possible, and 
carried on in the same way as the town schools, using the same 
material. In some cases irregularity of attendance retards the 
progress, but in most of the schools very good work is being done. 

I sincerely appreciate the interest and co-operation of the 
teachers in all the schools.

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The twenty volumes given by Mrs. Adams comprise ‘‘The 
Book of Knowledge,’’ an encyclopedia for children. It is a 
unique and interesting work, educational in its aim and written 
primarily for children. Nearly 10,000 illustrations make the 
text attractive and an index of 25,000 entries makes every im- 
portant fact easy to find. This little library of twenty volumes 
with its charm of style and simplicity of language has proved to 
be a great attraction for the school child and makes a powerful 
appeal to adults also. Repeated inquiries have been made, 
particularly in the last half of the year, for a bulletin of the new 
books, but there has been none published since No. 40, April 
1913. Books have been bought to the extent of the resources at 
the command of the library committee but not in sufficient num- 
bers to fill a four page bulletin. A few novels have been added, 
some children’s books and eight or ten volumes relating to the 
history of commerce to meet the needs of high school pupils 
taking the new commercial course. We regret that a larger 
number of the books recommended and requested for purchase 
could not have been added. The reading room attendance has 
apparently recovered from the effects of outside attractions and 
the record is well ahead of last year. 

The slight decrease inthe number of books Meculated we attrib- 
ute to the lack of stimulus the frequent addition of new books 
is likely to give and to the growing custom of using the books in 
the library when needed for reference work instead of withdraw- 
ing them for home use. No accurate account of the books so . 
used can be made. This branch of the library work has re- 
ceived a great impetus in the last year, the pupils of our schools 
have developed both skill and celerity in looking up material 
upon the subjects assigned to them by their teachers.

Report of Bridge Committee. 


In 1912 a bridge committee consisting of F. J. Ames, E. W. 
Jones and J. W. Robbe supervised the construction of a bridge at 
West Peterborough over the mill pond. The plans and speci- 
fications were drawn by John W. Storrs, C. E., of Concord, N. H. 
This bridge is a concrete bridge reinforced by 24 inch, 80 pounds 
to the foot, steel | beams. There are three spans, the beams for 
each span being 29, 33 and 34 feet long, six beams in each span. 
The bridge ts 20 44 feet wide with 18 feet clear roadway and is 
calculated to carry a 20 ton load. 

Your committee chosen at the annual meeting in March 1913 
decided that the three bridges on the main road to East Jaffrey 
and the three bridges on main road to Greenfield and possibly 
the one on main road to Hancock could be built within the ap- 
propriation and that the type of bridge built at West Peterbor- 
ough last year was the best for these places with the exception of 
the two bridges over the old raceways near Drury’s Station which 
we decided to do away with by filling in the raceways which was 
done at an expense of $105.72. 

We decided that the bridge over the Turner Brook near the 
Jaffrey line should be concrete reinforced by seven 18 inch, 55 
pounds to the foot, steel I beams 26 feet long. 

The bridge on Greenfield road over brook near farm formerly 
of C. W. Carll should have seven 18 inch, 55 pounds to the foot, 
steel I beams 23 feet long. The bridge near Martin’s mill 
should have seven 12 inch, 31 14 pounds, to the foot, steel I 
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beams 121% feet long and the bridge near the Greenfield line 
should have seven 15 inch, 42 Rounds to the foot, steel I beams 
21 feet long. 

All of the bridges to have an 18 feet clear roadway and be 
strong enough to carry a 20 ton load. We were advised by John 
W. Storrs, C. E., of Concord, N. H. We bought the I beams and 
the forms for these bridges but owing to the delay in getting the 
beams and forms we were only able to build the bridge near 
Greenfield line and the bridge near Martin’s mill before cold 
weather set in. 

We have on hand the iron for the Turner Brook bridge and 
the Carll farm bridge.

The work was done under the direction of our Mr. Robbe by 
day work thereby, as we believe getting thorough construction 
at a material less cost than could have been obtained by contract 
work. 

We estimate that the Turner Brook bridge, the Carll farm 
bridge and the Hancock road bridge can be completed for the 
balance of the appropriation unexpended. 

We recommend that the sum of $2500 be added to the bridge 
fund and that the wooden bridge over the Town Line Brook on 
the Street Road be replaced with a concrete bridge of the same 
type as the above described bridges.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in sat 
town, on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects. 


1st. ‘To choose all necessary town officers and agents for 
the ensuing year. 


2nd. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for the laying out and repatr- 
ing highways, and all necessary charges arising within the 
town and appropriate the same. 


3d. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the support of the Fire Department, Public 
Library and for the Grand Army on Memorial Day. 


4th. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate towards paying the town debt and 
interest. 


5th. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers heretofore chosen and passing any vote relating 
thereto. 


6th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to appoint a police officer whose duty it shall be to preserve 
order in and about the public places In town, and perform 
such other duties as are required by the selectmen both day 
and night, and raise and appropriate money to defray the 
expenses of the same. 
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7th. To see if the town will vote to accept legacies and 
gifts given to the town in trust by different individuals, the 
income to be used in the care of cemetery lots. 


8th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the expenses of Old Home week. 


9th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to repair the concrete side-walk where 
needed most. 


10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to spray the shade trees along the 
street and public places to protect them from the ravages of 
insect pests. 


11th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to furnish the room near the balcony tn the town hall, 
and directly over the ticket office for a ladies’ parlor and toilet 
room, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


12th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Board of Trade in 
this town. 


13th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to replace the old watering trough on the Temple road, near 
the top of the mountain, with a new one and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same, or take any other action relating 
thereto. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to install one electric light on Depot street between the 
store of Adelia A. Davis and the Railroad Station and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


15th. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
securing the lands bordering on its water supply. 


16th. To see if the town will vote to accept the new high- 
way laid out by the selectmen through land of Robert P. and 
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Mrs. C. F. Bass, and discontinue the old highway between 
the two points of said new highway. 


17th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate towards building the new state high- 
way known as the south side road. 


18th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue a portion 
of the highway laid out through land of Hon. R. P. Bass by 
its selectmen on or about Nov. 3, 1913, or take any other 
action relative thereon.

19th. To see if the town will vote to purchase a combina- 
tion auto fire fighting machine so as to give the property In 
and outside the water system district better fire protection, 
and raise and appropriate money for the same, or take any 
other action in relation to the same.

To see what action the town will take in relation to 
the Granite Drinking Fountain provided for by the will of 
the late David F. McGilvray. 


24th. To see if the town will vote to sell the Diamond 
Land, so-called, taxed in 1903 to Charles A. Stanyan, and 
sold by F. G. Field, collector for iaxes, and bought by the 
town. 
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25th. To see if the town will vote to replace one or more 
of the wooden bridges in town with stone, cement or iron 
bridges, and raise and appropriate money for the same or 
take any other action relating thereto. 


26th. To see what action the town will take in relation to 
sprinkling the streets and laying the dust in the village, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same.
